Bin of Hare's Rook," xayK one of my Correspondents 
in ttkOM v OtX9j " En bllflj defined, and not very enmle mnal>l<\ 

but it is nevertheless ruinous to liia bosk as Biographer. Ho 
takes up Stirling as a clergyman merely. Sterling, I find, -was 
a rnrntn for *s:utlv right months; during eight months and 
do mon- had he any special relation to the Church. But he 
was a man, and had relation to the Universe, for eightand- 

;y ynaw: and it is in thi* lattor character, to which all the 
Other* were but featured and transitory hues, that we wish to 
know him. Ilio battle with hereditary Church formula* was 
severe ; but it was by do means his one battle with things 

ritcd, nor indeed Ida chief battle ; neither. ai"?ording to 
my oLaOlffttioa uf what, it was, Lt It successfully deliufifttad 01 

summed up In this Book. The truth is, nobody that had 
known Storting would recognize a feature of him here ; you 
would never dream that this Book treated of him at all. A 
pale aiirkly shadow In torn surplice is presented to us here; 
weltering bewildered amid heap* of what you call 'HofawW 
clothes;* wrestling, with impotent impetuosity, to free 
f friim the baleful imbroglio, as if that had been Its one 
function in life: who in thia miserable figure would recognize 
the brilliant, beautiful and cheerful John Sterling, with his 
ever-flowing wealth of ideas, fancies, imaginations j with his 
frank atTeetinns, inexhaii.st.ihli- Imjtes, andacit-ie*} AStMl 
and general radiant vivacity of heart and intelligence, l 
made the presence of him an illumination and inspiration 
wherever he w»nt? It U too bad. Let a man be honestly for- 
gotten when his life ends; but h't him not he uiisremombered 
in this way. To be hung up as an ecclesiastical scarecrow, as 
a target for heterodox and orthodox to practise archery upon, 
iti no fate that can 04 dm- to the memory of Starling Ft waa 
not as a ghastly phantasm, chirked in Thirty-ninr-articfo eon- 
trorersies, or miserable Semitic, AntiSomitio street-riots, — in 
soopticifima, agonized self -ace-kings, that thia man appeared in 
life; nor as such, if the world still wiahw to look at him, 
should you suffor the world's memory of him now to l»e.

Whatever truth tbcro might be in those rather passionate 
representations, and to myself there wanted not a painful 
filing of their truth, it by no means appeared what he 
remedy any friend cf Sterling's, and especially ©a* so retard 
to thi! matter as myself, could attempt in the interim.

of merely seeming to do it. John Howard, without pay in 
money, did this of the Jail-fever, a* other Knf;lishmpn do work, 
tn h truly workmanlike maimer his distinction was that ho 
did H without money. He had not £600 or £5.000 a year of 
sabry for it ; but lived merely on his Bedfordshire estates, and 
a* Snigsby irnwrnntly i»xpr*«xpx it, **hy chewing hi* own cad."

nothing imi I pension uf £18 (which they would not pay him), 
like valuable faculty of writing almanacs, and at lengtli the 
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invaluable on© of dying, when the H»;ivi-nlf bodice vert* van- 
quished, and battled conflagration had collapsed into cold dark 
uhfiM, and the starvation rc:udied too high a pitch fur the 
pour nun. 

Howard is not the only benefactor that has worked without 
money to it*; there haw Wn some morn, — and will bt, I 
hope! Fur the Destinies aiv opulent ; and send hcrr and then- 
a man into Hhfl world to do work, for which they do nut mean 
to pay him in money. And they smite him beneficently with 
now afflictions, and blight his world all into grim Ir07.cn ruins 
round him. — and r.m make a wandering Exih* of then I>aule, 
and not a aoft-bodded Podcsta of Florence, if they wish to j»et
